It Will. Be Necessary to. Alter 
Grade of Western Approach 
to Structure. 


Plans for an elevated track on Poplar 
street, to do away with the dangerous 
grade crossings at Broadway, Fourth, 
Sixth and Seventh stréets, have been 
submitted by the Iron Mountain Rall- 
road to City Counselor “Walther and 
President Reber of the Board of Public 
Improvements. 

The elevated track plans, according 
to city officials who saw them Saturday, 
were made several years ago, in antici- 
pation of the time when the city would 
take steps to compel the grade crossings 
to be abolished. The right-of way over 
which a part of the structure is to ruf 
has been acquired piecemeal during 2 
years. The ‘elevated track, as planned, 
will extend from Cupples Station to a 
connection with the Iron “Mountain 
tracks on the river front. Oe. 

In other words, the Iron Mountain 
was ready with elaborate and detailed 
plans in hand, to abelish the Poplar 
street grade croscings wherever it was 
required to do so. Aggressive action 
by city officials on the plans. urged, 
during seyeral years past, by the Post- 
Dispatch, would have resulted in the 
disappearance, before now, of the cross- 
ings, regarded as. the most eenambanes 
in the city.

The Iron "Mountain's reason for’ sub- 
mitting the plans now is that the pro- 
}posed elevated tracks must pass under. 
the Free Bridge approach at or near 
Broadway. The pians for the approach, 
as now made, are not high enough 
to permit the needed clearance to the 
elevated track, and the Ifon Mountain 
desires that the approach be made three 
feet higher. 

Land is to be condémned, by legal 
process, for the west aproach of the- 
Free Bridge at Chouteau avenue, and 
a part ‘of the land which must be ac- 
quired is the property of the Iron Moun- 
tain, or of the Gould railroad interests. 

The Iron Mountain’s counsel has in- 
formed City Counselor Walther, it was 
stated at the City Hall Saturday, that 
if the Free Bridge approach plan is 
changed as requested, the railroad will 
not resist condemnation of the prop- 
erty. Otherwise, the implication is, fe 

will resist. 

Mayor Kreismann and President Re- 
ber told a Post-Dispatch reporter Sat- 
urday that they wduld be glad to ‘see 
the proposed elevated tracks built, but 
that they “were unable to say what 
changes‘ in the b approach plans 
would be ‘possible, © 

Not Make a Difference. | 

“I don’t think resistance on the part 
of the railroad to ‘condemnation pro- 
ceedings would make much difference,” 
said Mr. Reber, “for the reason that 
the condemnation proceedings would 
take their regular course anyway. But 
if the Iron Mountal wants to elevate 
its Poplar street track, the city will 
be disposed to help it* do sO. 

“The problem is made more difficult 
by the fact that *he bridge approach 
does not cross the elevated track at 
right angles. The angle ts an acute 
one, and the bridge approach, which is 
89 feet high at Broadway according. to 
present plans, should be at Iéast eight- 
een feet higher than thé elevated.

When Zirinsky turned the postal card 
over to the police he announced also 
that the wiring of the electric devices 
protecting his safes and windows had 
been tampered with. They were out 
of ‘order, the police found, on account 
of a break at the point where they en- 
tered the cellar.
